4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found teaching or suggesting a method comprising dipping a first substrate 
into a second substrate, where the first substrate comprises a plurality of array 
locations, each array location comprising a plurality of discrete sites on a projection, 
where said sites comprise different bioactive agents. The closest prior art, Nova et al. 
(US 6,340,588), describe dipping a plurality of array locations on a substrate into a 
second substrate, where the each of the plurality has a projection comprising bioactive 
agents (see col. 106, lines 61-66), however, Nova et al. do not describe a plurality of 
discrete sites on each of the projections of the plurality of array locations, which 
comprise different bioactive agents.
